INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of the present work is to offer an introduction to 
the reading of classical Arabic. The passages which it contains 
ate, in the main, relatively simple continuous narratives, adapted 
in places by omissions. To these have been added some short 
poems or fragments of poems. It is not claimed that the passages 
ate teptesentative of what is held by the Arabs to be the purest 
ot finest Arabic style. The object of their selection has been to 
ptovide something that may be of interest to European students, 
to whom too often the literature of classical Arabic both appears 
and is represented as being aridly obscure. It is hoped that the 
study of this may not only help them to master the language, but 
also offer them some inducement to explore for their own satis- 
faction the range of its literature.
